Employees are those persons employed on a full-time, part-time or 
temporary basis during the previous fiscal year of the concern. 

(b) If the Patent and Trademark Office determines that a concern is not eligible as 
a small business concern within this section, the concern shall have a right to appeal 
that determination to the Small Business Administration. The Patent and Trademark 
Office shall transmit its written decision and the pertinent size determination file 
to the SBA in the event of such adverse determination and size appeal. Such appeals 
by concerns should be submitted to the SBA at 1441 L Street, NW., Washington, D.C. 
20416 (Attention: SBA Office of General Counsel). The appeal should state the basis 
upon which it is claimed that the Patent and Trademark Office initial size 
determination on the concern was in error; and the facts and arguments supporting th 
concern's claimed status as *a small business concern under this section.
